These lessons will deal with pre- 


vention and control of disease and 
will give useful information along 
health lines. Communities are asked 
to form Public Health Councils of 
citizens who will be asked to sub- 
scribe to the following pledge which 
looks very easy: 


"I will regularly read the lessons 


sent out by the State Health School 
and will send my answers to the 
printed questions to the persons au- 
thorized to receive them, within three 
days after T have read them." 
^The .classes will have questions on 
the lessons to be answered and can 
be answered with the lesson ia front 
of them and answers will show 
whether the lessons have been in- 
telligently read. 


But the aim of the Health Depart- 


ment is to have the lessons read, 
and so diffuse a great quantity of 
useful ^information for the protec- 
tion of health. The questions an- 
swered will be seat to the local sec- 
retary of each Council and then to 
be sent to the secretary of the 
county aad thea to the Health De- 
partment, where the conaty will be 
ratecl comparatively with other coun- 
ties ia the matter or preservation of 
the health of communities. The les- 
sens -.-.-ill aot be dry aad hard read- 
ing but are said to be put up in an 
illustrative form of the ways chil- 
dren take diseases and the things to 
be done to prevent aad take care of 
them. It is a movement which should 
have the support of every parent aad 
all public spirited citizens.
